The action followed a widespread 
clamor for a. thorough houseclean- 
ing of the regime that fell two 
weeks ago 
It was taken o\er the opposition 


of United States Ambassador Sum- 
ner Welles who, in his capacity as 
*ar,mediator, has maintained that it 
is necessary to continue consitu- 
tional forms. 
The decree contained eight points, 


as follows. 


1—There will be a return to the 


constitution of 1901. adopted dur- 
ing the ''military" rule of the United 
States, which included the Platt 
amendment giving the United States 
the right to intervene in island 
affairs if necessary, and which ad- 
Tanced several administrative, edu- 
cational, and civil service reforms. 
Derogate 1928 "Reforms." 
The 1928 reforms are derogated. 
These modified the 1901 constitu- 
tion by extending the presidential 
term from four to six years. Ma- 
chado was elected in 1925 for a 
four-year term and later ran again

After three clays and an extended 


night session, the code of fair prac- 
tico for all retail trade except drug 
and food stores remained in tenta- 
tive shape. It had been revised by 
a trade committee to provide slightly 
greater hour and wage flexibility in 
favor particularly of smaller shops 
and communities but, despite some 
objections, still banned sale of goods 
below fixed cost, and prohibited cut- 
rate advertising. 


Arthur D. Whtteside, deputy ad- 


ministrator in charge, had to swing 
his attention this morning to a code 
for the retail drug trade which calls 
for longer hours than proposed for 
the million plus dry goods, furni- 
ture, hardware, shoe and clothing 
establishments. This brought up an 
acute point of trade friction in view 
of competitive business done by 
many drug stores. 


Still Seek Open Shop. 


Automibile 
industry spokesmen 


were expected to renew negotiations 
for preserving in some form their 
code declaration for open shop poli- 
cies, despite the ban placed on such 
statements by Johnson. 


There was no promise of immedi- 


ate solution of the bituminous coal 
problems. Johnson and his aides 
yesterday talked of not wishing to 
spend more than a week at the 
job, but this was not believed to 
be necessarily the amount of time 
needed. 
Non-union mine operators from 


north and south, bitter competitors, 
consulted together and with spokes- 
men for the United Mine Workers, 
with whom they have fought bloody 
wars, on a pome by point agenda 
drawn up by Johnson. 
In Johnson's last talk with au- 


tomobile spokesmen, they protested 
the ban on qualifications regarding 
labor unions in their code, and in- 
sisted that they be allowed to state 
that they would hire, promote and 
fire men in the future without re- 
gard t<« union relations. 
They proposed to bring back a 


new formula after consultation with 
motor makers not represented on 
the committee. 


Behind these big jobs, the NRA 


was digesting codes for all manner 
of small industries and trades. To- 
day nearly 30 agreements were set 
for hearing, the bulk between now 
and September 1. The number of 
codes received ran around 1,000, and 
the NBA was busy reducing these 
to acceptable proportions, seeking to 
put all possible small groups into 
combinations so hearings could be 
held on all before the end of the 
year. 


The mechanics of handling codes 


already had reached the point that 
some have been disposed of in less 
than two hours of hearing. 
To do this, however. NRA. which 


a month ago had less than 200 on its 
payroll, now as an employment ros- 
ter doubled and tripled, and its ap- 
pointment division is still taking 
on people daily.

high the price of wheat must go be- 
fore the importers would lower the:r 
tariffs. Tills problem was met by 
a compromise. 


The final decision was that tariffs 


should be lowered when wheat re- 
mains for four months at a price 
equivalent to 63.08 U. S. cents in 
gold per bushel. 
Calculated at the value of tin- 


American dollar today compared 
with the gold American dollar, this 
is equal to 89 cents a bushel. This 
quotation will fluctuate from day 
to day as the value of the American 
dollar fluctuates in the terms of 
foreign exchange. 
(In terms of today's dollar rate, 
the exporting nations had asked 
that importers cut tariffs after 
wheat had remained at 85 cents 
for four months. 
Importers had 


argued for a level between 93 and 
98 cents) 


When the conference started its 


attack on the wheat problem this 
week 
the 
chief 
exporters — the 


United States, Canada, Australia 
and Argentina—had accepted the 
principle of reduced production 
In 
order to make this principle effec- 
tive it was necessary to make sure 
that while they cut down the num- 
ber of acres sown the importing 
countries did not neutralize their 
efforts by encouraging the domestic 
growing of wheat. 
In today's understanding the im- 


porters agreed: 


1. Not to encourage domestic pro- 
duction. 


2. To do their utmost to increase 
consumption. 


3. To lower tariffs when wheat 
has risen above the level estab- 
lished for that purpose. 


4. To modify quota restrictions 


limiting wheat imports. 


LONDON, Aug. 25—(ffy—The 
In- 


ternational 
w h e a t 
conference 


reached a final agreement today 
and plans were made for the sign- 
ing of the document late this after- 
noon. 


The wheat exporting 
countries 


agreed to accept twelve pre-war gold 
French francs per quintal as tne 
market price to be reached and 
maintained for four months, 
after 


which the importing countries will 
adjust their tariffs to permit freer 
imports. The price is the equival- 
ent of 63.6 gold U. S. cents a 
bushel, which by current exchange 
amounts to about 87 cents a busnel. 


Compromise On Price. 
This price was a compromise, as 
the importers had asked that it be 
established at a level between 90 to 
95 cfnts a bushel at the present ex- 
change, and the 
exporters had 


asked that tariffs be lowered by the 
importers after wheat had sold at 
82 cents for four months. 


The importers suggested the ad- 
dition of a new paragraph to tne 
agreement which has been under 
discussion. This paragraph would 
contain a declaration of general 
policy. 
The conferees expected 


to have It drawn up and approved 
in time for the signing of 
the 


agreement this afternoon. 


R. B. Bennett, prime minister or 
Canada, also announced that the 
exporting countries would insert in 
the agreement a provision tnat for 
the year 1933-34 the export maxi- 
mum allocated among them should 
be 560,000,000 bushels. 


Cut Production 15 Per Cent. 
The provision also would stipu- 


late that for 1934-35 the exporting 
countries, excepting soviet 
Russia 
and the Danubian nations, 
would 


undertake to reduce production by 
15 per cent. 


Mr. Bennett said the 
exporting 


countries—chief among wnich are 
the United States, Canada, Aus- 
tralia and Argentina—would sign 
the agreement. 
Russian represen- 


tatives said their government would 
sign with a reservation stipulating 
that the U. S. S. R., while not 
agreeing to any acreage reduction 
as had been agreed upon among 
other exporting 
countries, would 
limit exports to certain 
figures. 


These figures were not given out. 


The French delegate said he would 
spare no effort to attempt to con- 
vince his go\'ernment to accept the 
figure of 63.6 cents gold per busnel 
as the level for determining when 
tariff barriers will be cut.

THE FINAL STEP. 


A 


NNOUNCEMENT from Washington that 14 mil- 
lion dollars has been allocated by the public 


works department to complete the job of making the 
Missouri river navigable from Kansas City to Sioux 
City marks the completion of the gigantic program 
undertaken by the Mississippi Valley association to I 
provide the interior regions with inland waterways. 


The first step in that program embraced the low- 


er Mississippi and the Ohio. The second phase of it 
extended development of the upper Mississippi to St. 
Paul, with a water route across Illinois. At the same 
time, the work was carried on along the course of the 
lower Missouri to Kansas City, and this final leg 
from Kansas City to Sioux City completes the entire 
project. 


There has developed here in the corn belt, pos- 


sessing as it does immense quantities of grain, a 
real enthusiasm for water transportation. It de- 
velops largely from the feeling that the interior can- 
not stand the punishment of high transportation 
rates, with both seaboards possessing the advantage 
of the cheaper water transportation. It is estimated 
that the facility to ship by barge will add from 8 to 
10 cents a bushel to every bushel of wheat sold by 
the farmer in this section of the grain belt. Be- 
tween Kansas City and Sioux City, the adjacent ter- 
ritory which naturally looks to it for markets an- 
nually produces more than three-quarters of a bil- 
lion bushels of grain of all kinds. If cheaper trans- 
portation should add an average of 8 cents a bush- 
el to the price the farmer will receive for his grains, 
it can be seen readily that the development will pay 
for itself within a very few years. . 


The fight for water ways has been a long and a 


stubborn one. Naturally, there developed bitter op- 
position from the railroads. The carriers have them- 
selves to blame for the widespread demand for 
cheaper transportation. Throughout most of this 
corn belt region, there has been a smouldering re- 
sentment against 
discriminatory practices which 


placed industry along the sea board in a more fav- 
orable position than that within the interior. The 
latter suffered both on the freight rates on raw ma- 
terials and the transportation costs of moving the 
finished products to market. But the fear that the 
development of water ways may prove a fatal blow to 
one of the basic Industries of the nation—the rail- 
roads—is not borne out by experience elsewhere. 
Along the Ohio, where in recent years the tonnage of 
water transportation has increased greatly the freight 
transported by the steam carriers has advanced even 
more rapidly. The same condition is revealed by the 
reports of the barge lines and the steam carriers in 
the highly industrialized Atlantic states, where the 
two operate side by side. 


One other phase of the announcement from Wash- 


ington should not escape attention. The river work 
means putting of 
thousands of men to work im- 


mediately. It should prove of great value in reliev- 
ing unemployment. 


Beyond that, the farmer may see better days ahead. 


He has been laboring now for years under the bur- 
den of high transportation costs. 
They reflected 


themselves In reduced prices for the products he 
produced. The announcement that he Is benefited 
by water transportation is one of the most important 
made on his behalf In many years. 


boom times had never Been large for any except the 
few at the top of the profession. 


The taxpayers' bill for school purposes ha* been 


high principally because of bonded debts incurred 
for building purposes. The teachers must take their 
share of blame for urging buildings which were more 
expensive than necessary. But they were not the 
only advocates of school building programs which 
have since proven a burden because of an unfor- 
seen depression. The leading citizens in all of the 
cities, towns and villages wanted school buildings 
which would be a credit to the community. The 
public Joined in the procession favoring monumental 
school buildings built for the future. 


Economies forced by the depression, however, have 


been at the expense of the school teachers—or at 
tha', of the pupils. The bond interest has to be met 
and so the budget is cut by drastic reduction of 
teachers' salaries and elimination of work, some of 
which might be classed as "fads" but much of which 
is desirable, especially in depression times. 


The situation, however, can't be changed for the 


present school year. The least that the public can 
cio, however, is to recognize the 
injustice to the 


school teachers and sympathize with them as they 
undertake the tremendous task of educating the next 
generation. 


DEPRESSION VICTIMS. 


the return of school days, attention is 


drawn to a class of depression victims that has 


little hope of improvement in their situation for at 
least a year. These "unfortunates" are the school 
teachers. 


Thousands of them witi oe returning to the school 


rooms—In tiny country schools far from any town 
and huge city buildings where hundreds are en- 
rolled—within the next few weeks. These teachers 
wffl be working for 10. 20. 30 per cent less than a 
year ago In many cases and some of them will be 
getting only about a dollar a day. 


Others who have been (riving satisfactory service 


for many years will be without Jobs along with many 
young college graduates eager to put their training 
to use. Consolidation and elimination of teaching 
positions, coupled •with Jhe fact that there has not 
been the usual number rptlrlag from trork. make it 
impossible for these persons to obtain teaching po- 


MACHADO'S PLACE OF REFUGE.

EFORE the advent of the airplane the little 
Baharnan island on which former 
President 


Machado of Cuba is now residing would have been 
the safest place in the world for him, and it prob- 
ably is yet, for it would doubtless be impossible for 
a plane to make a landing without raising an alarm 
from the noise of its motor. The precautions that 
the Nassau police are taking, however, indicate that 
they regard an air raid as among the possibilities. 


The island on which Machado has taken up his 


residence is a fashionable resort off the coast of 
Florida. It Is of coral formation and 
has 
wide 


beaches with reefs, which make landing difficult, so 
that it would be practically impossible for a party 
bent on assassinating the former executive to reach 
Nassau without being intercepted. Large ships an- 
chor in the open roadstead and landings are made 
in small boats. 


Had Machado come to the United States it would 


have been practically impossible to insure his" safe- 
ty. No matter how great the city or now secluded 
his place of hiding, the Cuban agents of vengeance 
would in the course of a short time have located him 
and his life might by now have been forfeited. But 
in Nassau he is hemmed in by the sea and a small 
guard is sufficient to insure his safety. "Which dem- 
onstrates that the former executive is wise in some 
respects, if not in others. 


The island on which the deposed president is mak- 


ing his retreat is near the one first sighted by Co- 
lumbus in 1492, though the exact speck of land which 
he first cast eyes upon that October morning is not 
definitely known. The island of Bimini, on which 
was located the mythical 
fountain 
of 
perpetual 


j'outh which Ponce de Leon set out to find was al- 
so supposed to be in this group. But instead of lo- 
cating it, Ponce found the coast of Florida, which 
disclosed more substantial blessings than the fabled 
fountain. 
This, notwithstanding the fact that the 


adventurer lost his life in attempting to subdue the 
natives. 


Airplanes ply between Nassau and Miami, and it is 


asserted that much of the contraband liquor to be 
obtained in Florida reaches the mainland from the 
Bahamas, where are maintained great stores of such 
merchandise.

They go naturally with the raising of crops 
and livestock. They are a source of steady income 
all through the year, which farm families need es- 
pecially during the intervals 
between one harvest 


and another, and while preparing animals for the 
market.

Prevention, therefore, is' 
the gospel of the disease. 
In prevention the first thing to 
to do is to be able to recognize the 
disease in the dog. Two forms oc- 
cur: 
the fiJTious and the dumb 


rabies. 
In the "furious" form the first 
stage is a change in the dog's dis- 
position. It will become slinking 
and dejected, startled at slight 
noises. A change in appetite occurs, 
and the animal will eat all sorts of 
truck such as stones, sticks, hair.

Particularly dangerous is the pos- 
sibility that the owner of such a 
dog will think that the symptoms 
are due to a "bone stuck in the 
throat." Attempts to dislodge the 
supposed bone result in abraisons of 
the skin of the hand and conse- 
quent infection 
with the 
dog's 
saliva. 
The saliva contains the infectious 
agent, the virus which has an es- 
pecial affinity for the central ner- 
vous system, "producing convulsions 
and paralysis. 
Prevention is accomplished by the 
use of anti-rablc vaccine Invented 
by Pasteur. 
In the presence of definite symp- 
toms of rabies in a dog. the anti- 
rablc treatment should be given at 
once to the person bitten. 
In case of suspicion of rabies in 
a dog. it is best to commence the 
anti-rabic treatment of the patient 
and isolate the anuimal for obser- 
vation for a period of 10 days. 
Rabies treatment should be given 
in all cases when the dog cannot be

Seedless Tomato Jam. 


Scald tomatoes, cut cross wise 
after removing peeling, squeeze out 
seeds and 'juice Put into colander 
with heavy plate to drain over 
night In the morning add one cup | 
tomato pulp for every cup sugar us- 
ing one-half cup brown sugar and 
one-half cup white sugar. Add a few 
broken sticks of cinnamon and boil 
until thick. Remove from fire, add 
lemon extract to suit taste. (I think 
this better than sliced lemon.) Put 
into jars and seal. These are delic- 
ious and will keep if jars are well 
sterilized. 


UK tomato juice, itrilninr It well. Add 


the jnica and rind of & lemon to every 
quart of juice. Boil twenty minutes then 
add three* fourths cup sugar for each cup 
of jtuce and let cook until a 1UM« of toe 
mixture jelliea on a cold saucer. Turn into 
hot sterilized jars when cold and seal this 
tomato jelly. If you want to conserve- jour 
juice do not boil twenty minutes but add 
turar usinc a good pectin or try a tea- 
spoon of epsom salt. 


Dried Com. 


Use young, tender com on the day 
it is picked. Husk the ears pull off 
the silk, cut out bad places. Cook 
corn on ears from two to five min- 
utes. long enough so that whan the 
com is cut with a knife milk does 
not flow. When corn is cooked, take 
ears out of water and let them cool 
until they can be handled comfort- 
ably. Use sharp knife to cut kernels 
off cob. Spread them out to dry In 
thin layers on pans lined with clean 
paper. Com may be dried in the sun 
with occasional turning but it 
is 


usually better to put it in stow oven 
for at least the first twelve hours. 
Stir corn every two hours so the 
grains will dry evenly. When dry, 
kernels should be hard. Put these 
into a cloth bag (sugar sacks are 
good) and hang in a warm, dry 
place for a week or two. Now and 
then a request comes to me for dried 
corn. 


Sun-Cooked Dills. 


How would you like cooking your 
dill pickles in the sun this time. 
Wash large cucumbers and pack in 
half-gallon Jar. Put into JUr a 
heaping tablespoon salt and a bunch 
. of dill with stems that go to the 
1 bottom of the jar. Fill jar with luke 
warm water and place it outside in 
the sun for about eight days. Put 
the lid on tightening it each day. It 
will bulge but the pickles are just 
fine and no bother at all.

NEW BOOKS 


By JOHN SELBV. 


NEW YORK-The past week, so 


far as books go, has been good. Any 
week that produced three such con- 
trioutions to American llteratness 
as the third volume of Arnold Ben- 
nett's Journal, Hans Fallada' "Lit- 
tle Man, What Now?" and the be- 
ginning of Jules Remains' "Men of 
Uosd Will" would be good. 


'ihc; last lirit. M. Remains has 


conceived and plotted a vast under- 
taking a sort of modern "Comedie 
Humaine," but with, perhaps, e-.ea 
broader outlines. It is a novel, a 
Paris novel. There are to be at least 
fifteen books In the set, only two of 
which are published at present. M. 
Remains hopes to finish two a year. 


In so enormous an undei taking, 


one might expect curious peripec- 
tives as well as lengthy ones. The 
mosi obvious example is in the first 
book, "The Sixth 01 October,' which 
ior the most part fulluls the i unc- 
tion ol chapter one in the average 
novel. It considers one entire aay m 
Pans, introducing characters, moodb 
and the entering wedges of situa- 
tions, at lirst without observable 
connection. 
Then one perceives relat.ons, and 


finally the beginning of what doubt- 
less will be many plots. The second 
book, "Quintette's Crime," is one 
facade, as it were, of the complete 
structure, for another elevation of 
which the reader must wait until 
next spring. To help him, the author 
has provided a resume of the story 
and a cast of characters, at the end 
of each book The unaertaking is 
auspiciously begun. 


Bennett Self-Revealed. 


It is curious to find a source book 


for future generations that is at the 
same time fascinating for the gen- 
eration that produced it. Curious or 
not, Arnold Bennett's 
"Journal" 


occupies that position, and with the 
publication of the third and last vol- 
ume, we have it complete. 
This volume covers the ten years 


from the war until the journal was 
ended (so far as this series is con- 
cerned) about 1928. It covers the 
whole 
of 
Bennett's 
association 


with 
Dorothy Cheston Bennett, 


among other things, and contains as 
fine a group of personal glimpses 
as the most demanding could ex- 
pect. And it completes the p.cture 
of Bennett himself, which is the 
most important consideration, af- 
ter all. 
The three books also are being 


published i- one volume. 


The Under Dor. 


Johannes Pinneberg, in Hans Fal- 
lada's "Little Man, What Now?" is 
the kind of man acquaintances al- 
ways call "little," although hs was 
not little, actually. He is the per- 
sonification of the "under dog," and 
his story is the story of what eco- 
nomic hopelessness has done 10 the 
under dog in Germany. 
It is not, perhaps, exactly a cheer- 


ful story, this tale of woe. Yet Fal- 
lada has told it so simply, so engag- 
ingly, in fact, that the result of 
watching "little man" struggle to- 
ward inevitable defeat is not a feel- 
ing of distaste, but understanding 
and a desire to help. What more 
could Herr Fallada have wished? 


It is a far cry to Chicago from 
Johannes Pinneberg. But Chicago is 
making consistent effort to be no- 
ticed these days, and its effort has 
borne fruit in the book world. Not 
the least of the half dozen recent 
Chicago books is Bessie Louis?

WASHINGTON. Aug. 25—'^)— 


Construction of a reservoir on the 
North Platte river in Wyoming, just 
above the Nebraska state line, was 
cited today by a high official in 
the reclamation bureau as the most 
feasible solution to the water dis- 
pute which has defied the concilia- 
tory efforts of Colorado, Nebraska 
and Wyoming for a decade. 


Storage of water there, first pro- 


posed about two years ago, would 
Increase Nebraska's share of North 
Platte water for irrigation purposes 
and give Colorado a chance to divert 
a greater amount from the river's 
headwaters, the official said. 
He 


declined to be quoted directly, ex- 
plaining Secretary Ickes of the in- 
terior department is anxious that 
the three states settle their con- 
troversy among themselves. 


"Such a reservoir would impound 


water in the winter when it is un- 
used and permit its release for Ne- 
braska in the irrigation season," he 
said. 
"Then Nebraska, benefiting

Cedar, Franklin Group

Delegations 
from 
Cedar 
and 


Franklin counties called on state of- 
ficials Friday urging that highway 
improvements be made in their sec- 
tins of the state. 
The Cedar county group which 


conferred with Governor Bryan and 
State Engineer Cochran was par- 
ticularly interested in getting work 
in some of the northern precincts 
that were devastated by flood and 
hail on July 11. Employment at 
wages is badly needed by farmers in 
that territory who have lost their 
crops, the state officials were told. 


Lack Crops Cause Aid Need. 


The Franklin county group also 


said that crop conditions had in- 
creased the relief problem They 
urged construction of a connecting 
road from Hildreth to highway No. 
4. a distance of three to five miles, 
depending on the route taken. Rep. 
B. B. Webber of Hildreth. C. E 
Samuelson, Hildreth 
banker, and 


Herman Ziebarth Franklin county 
supervisor, were in the delegation. 
The Cedar county delegation asked 


for work to be done on the im- 
provement of a feeder road 7 miles 
long, to connect Helena, a town on 
the Missouri river, with Bow Valley 
This road is not part of the state 
highway system, however 


Ask Paving Extension. 
In the south part of the county, 


the extension of paving on U S 
route No. 20 west as far as Laurel 
was requested. Provision has already 
been made to extend the pavement 
west from Waterbury to Allen, in 
Dixon county, about 8 miles, and 
about 14 miles more would be re- 
quired to bring it to Laurel. 
Regrading and 
regraveling on 
state route No. 84, which runs west 
from Hartington, is desired to re- 
place material washed out and ob- 
literate furrows across the roadway 
caused bv the July floods.
